To address the concerns of 
some nations, Thursday the 
World Health Organization's 
definition of unsafe abortion

To show how minutely the 
wording has been worked over, 
a new draft of the proposed

Utah has overcrowded classroom problems in many 
school districts, but the Utah Legislature isn’t expected 
to grant more funding to fix the problem. 

At Provo High School, many students and teachers are 
feeling the pressure in classrooms because of an uneven 
distribution of students among classes. Provo High is a 
small reflection of Utah as a whole, since Utah has one 
of the highest teacher-student ratios in the nation. 

“In my second-period science class, kids have to sit at 
the back where the computers are,” said Jennifer 
Holiday, a Provo High student. “They don’t even have a 


desk.” 


“In my seventh-period history class we have kids sit- 
ting on the floor,” said Brittaney Jameson, another 
Provo High student.

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Air Force charges pilots in Iraqi shooting 


WASHINGTON — The Air Force has brought charges of negligent homicide 
and dereliction of duty against an F-15 pilot involved in shooting down two 
U.S. Army Black Hawk helicopters over northern Iraq in April. 

The tragedy took the lives of 26 people. 

In addition, five members of the AWACS radar plane that oversaw the action 
also will face dereliction of duty charges, the Pentagon announced today. 

No: announcement of charges was made against, the second of the two F-15 
pilots who took part in the action. 

That pilot, who remains unidentified by the Air Force; was the less-senior 
officer, officials said. 

Twenty-six charges of negligent homicide and two charges of dereliction of 
duty, have been brought against Lt. Col. Randy W. May, of the 53rd Fighter 
Squadron, based in Spandahlhem, Germany, the Pentagon said in the statement. 

This marked the first time that the Pentagon has released any of the names of 
the pilots and crew members involved in the shootdown. 

Pentagon spokesman Col. Doug Kennet said May was the squadron comman- 
der and the most senior of the two F-15 fighter pilots involved in the incident. 


Tentative settlement reached in Tailhook case 


LAS VEGAS — The whistle-blower in the Tailhook scandal has reached a 
tentative settlement with the Tailhook Association, days before the scheduled 
start of her lawsuit against the group and the hotel where its 1991 convention 
was.held. 

John Gormley, an attorney for the Tailhook Association, confirmed 
Wednesday night the tentative settlement with Navy Lt. Paula Coughlin, but 
dechined to give details, the Las Vegas Review-Journal reported. 

Cdughlin’s trial is still scheduled to begin Monday in U.S. District Court. She 
is séeking unspecified damages. 

Coughlin, 32, was an admiral’s aide when she claimed she was sexually 
assaulted at the Tailhook convention in September 1991. More than 80 women 
latef claimed that they, too, were fondled as they were forced down a gantlet of 
drunken revelers. 


State investigates wilderness therapy program 


SALT LAKE CITY — New information on the March death of a boy partici- 
pating in the North Star Expeditions wilderness therapy program led the state 
attorney general’s office on Thursday to order medical and psychological 
exaininations of the youths now in the program. 

A team of state investigators working with Garfield County law enforcement 
officials on Wednesday walked into the Escalante offices of North Star unan- 
nounced and asked to see records. 

On Thursday, two doctors, a psychologist and a nurse were flown to Garfield 
County, where 21 youths were being examined at the Bryce Valley Medical 
Clific in-Cannonville and in the town’s municipal offices, said state 
Department of Human Services spokesman Mike Dale. 

The surprise visit followed a request from Garfield County Attorney Wallace 
Lee.for help from the state in the ongoing investigation into the death of 16- 
yeat-old Aaron Bacon of Phoenix, who died March 31. 


Bennett predicts tough insurance reform 


Arty bill that comes out of Congress this year will involve insurance reforms, 
Sens Robert Bennett said Wednesday in a question and answer session at the 
Utah Valley Regional Medical Center. 

“The insurance bill would most likely state that insurance companies cannot 
can€el insurance policies for pre-existing conditions,” Bennett said. The insur- 
ance bill would also cover individuals who may acquire conditions while their 
insurance has lapsed. 

If the health-care plan does not pass this year, Bennett believes the Democrats 
would lose five to ten additional seats in the house — enough to lose control of 
the house. Bennett also said that President Clinton is in a no-win situation. 

If a health-care reform bill is not passed this year, people will feel that Clinton 
has not kept his promise to produce health-care reforms, he said. On the other 
hand, if Clinton passes an insurance bill in conjunction with the health bill, he 
will-be going against his prior statements of threatening to veto an insurance 
bill 

When the Clinton health plan was proposed, 68 percent of the people support- 
ed it. However, the most recent poll says that 68 percent of the people are

An anonymous donor from Salt 
Lake City brought a glimmer of hope 
to the Rwandan refugees, and the tim- 
ing couldn’t be better. 

Corry Tanner, Utah County 
American Red Cross executive direc- 
tor, said the anonymous individual 
has agreed to match the contributions 
of Utah citizens to the Rwandan 
refugee effort up to $100,000. 

“Most of these refugee camps are 
seas of plastic shelters. People are lit- 
erally standing next to each other and 
living on top of each other,” said 
Robert E. Ford, the Kim T. Adamson 
chair for International Studies at 
Westminster College, Salt Lake City. 

The relief efforts of organizations 
like the American Red Cross have 
significantly improved the state of the 
refugee camps, Ford said. 

“This is the worst time of year for 
the refugees. It is getting chilly, and 
living in bush lean-tos increases the 
risk of malaria, dysentery, tuberculo- 
sis and other respiratory diseases sig- 
nificantly, Ford said.” 

Ford said the death rate in refugee 
camps has decreased substantially 
since the beginning of the crisis, to 
approximately 200 people per day in 
the largest camps. 

-According to Dawn Aoki, Director 
of Public Support for the American 
Red Cross in Salt Lake City, $3.7 mil- 
lion has been collected by. Red Cross 
chapters and sent to the relief effort. 

“Seven dollars will buy one month’s 
worth of food, including beans, rice 
and oil, for one person,” Aoki said. 

Aoki said donations are being used 
to organize a registration program to 
reunite parents and children who were 
separated. 

“There are about 200,000 children 
who are unaccompanied or orphaned 
and are living in the camps,” Aoki 
said.

keep pace with membership growth

Returned missionaries may be sur- 
prised to find that their missions are 
not quite what they used to be. 
Mission openings and reorganizations 
constantly change the makeup of mis- 
sions. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints has 303 missions 
throughout the world. Of those, 10 
began operating July 1, 1994, said 
Don LeFevre, LDS Church public 
affairs officer. 

An Ensign article published in June, 
1994, . reported impressive 
LDSChurch membership. growth in 
Brazil, where three new missions 
have been created. 

Elder Harold G. Hillam, president of 
the Brazil Area, credits much of the 
mission growth to an increase in the 
number of Brazilian missionaries 
serving in their own country. Hillam 
said 98 percent of the missionaries 
were North American 40 years ago 
when he served as a missionary in 
Brazil. 

The situation has changed. 

“The faithful Brazilians are filling 
more than half the callings as mission 
presidents ... and more than half the 


missionary force is made up of | 


” 


Brazilian elders and sisters,” said 
Hillam. 

Missions are not reorganized solely 
because of changes in church mem- 
bership, one foreign mission president 
said. 

“Missions are governed by ecclesi- 
astical leadership, and missions 
change for ecclesiastical reasons,” he 
said. The Prophet and the First 
Presidency determine what changes 
need to be made with the boundaries 
and makeup of missions, the mission 
president said. 


“Very few missionaries don’t have a 
good attitude (about changes in mis- 
sion boundaries),” said the mission 
president. “In every case it’s a bene- 
ites 

Missionaries grow, and changes 
allow more people an opportunity for 
service in a different geographical 
area, he said. 

Reorganizations of missions can 
also bring positive publicity to the

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Local companies 
sponsor high-tech 
labs for schools

The future is being taught today in 
Utah County high schools as comput- 
ers and interactive televisions are 
being used to teach students how to 
survive in the business world. 

Timpview High School has opened 
an executive technology lab, spon- 
sored by companies such as Dynix, 
Novell and Nu Skin, where students 
are trained how to work in the busi- 
ness field. 

“The kids learn general skills about 
relations with others, communication, 
time management and programming,’ 
said Rod Houston, director of coun- 
seling at Timpview High. “We are try- 
ing to make students marketable. The 
business world is looking for certain 
skills, and we are trying to teach stu- 
dents how to work in the business 
world.” 

Novell also sponsors a new technol- 
ogy computer lab at Orem Junior 
High. 

The computer lab uses computers to 
move robots, and uses Computer 
Automated Drafting (CAD) programs 
for design purposes and media pro- 
duction, said Cecil Tuley, assistant 
principal at Orem Junior High. 

New technology is not only being 
used to prepare students, but to get 
them into the work force quickly. 
Interactive televisions at Timpview 
allow students to be taught by Utah 
Valley State College professors via 
monitor. If the student has a question, 
he or she can direct it to a camera in 
the room, and the professor at UVSC 
will answer, Houston said. 

Timpview has between 45 and 50 
students. taking classes at BYU and 
UVSC for both high school and col- 
lege credit. A three-credit class at 
UVSC costs $174. A similar class at 
BYU costs $540. 

But a Timpview High School stu- 
dent can take a three-credit UVSC 
class through interactive television for 
$90 and get high school and college 
credit, Houston said. 

Currently, only one person uses the 
intéractive television courses, proba- 
bly because UVSC and BYU are so 
close to Timpview and it costs less to 
be taught college-level classes by 
teachers at the high school, Houston 
said. But Provo High School, which 
started its interactive television pro- 
gram earlier than Timpview, has 
almost 30 students in the program. 

“last year there were only 10,” said 
Scott Ward, Provo High School 
internship and job placement coordi- 
nator. “It’s growing.” 

Like Timpview, Provo High School 
offers a class that teaches students to 
program computers. 

The technology class also teaches 
students how to be network managers, 
troubleshoot program glitches, and 
repair the hardware in computers, 
Ward said. 

Some Provo High School students 
are paid for writing programs that 
help the school. “A student wrote the 
attendance program for the school,” 
Ward said. “He was probably 16.” 

“We have approximately 100 stu- 
dents that are interns around the city 
of Provo, and most are in technology- 
ed jobs, trained at Provo High,”

Students who wish to publish, their 
writings on the international aspects 
of politics, economics, history or lin- 
guistics may be able to do so in an on- 
campus scholarly journal. 

The Journal of International and 
Area Studies, published by Kennedy 

' Center Publications, chooses five or 
six student papers to publish each 
semester in a 40- to 45-page journal. 
Grant Skabelund, current faculty 
‘adviser to the journal, helped organize 
the first one which was published in 
1986. 

“Originally it was for graduate stu- 
dents only, and it was something that 
we tried to sell,’ Skabelund said. 

In contrast, the journal is now given 
out free on campus just before read- 
ing days at various campus buildings, 
such as the Spencer W. Kimball 
Tower, the Harold B. Lee Library and 
the Thomas L. Martin Classroom 
Building. In addition, the journal is 
exchanged for similar publications 
from other universities such as 
Georgetown University and San 
Francisco State University, increasing 
the circulation to other parts of the 
country. 

Since its original publication in 
1986, the journal has undergone some 
changes and now publishes works of 
both graduate and undergraduate stu- 
dents. 

The journal is completely staffed by 
students, who are taken on a volunteer 
basis, and can receive one credit hour 
for their participation. 

“The students gain skills in editing, 
source checking and creating lay- 
outs,” said Shane, Kennedy, this year’s 
editor. 

In describing the paper-selection 
process, Kennedy said all submitted 
papers are evaluated five times by the 
journal’s staff. 

“Out of all those submitted, 15 are 
then selected and submitted to spe- 
cialized faculty members of the fields 
written about. They validate the accu- 
racy of the papers and then help us 
narrow the field down to five or six 
papers,” Kennedy said. 

Past articles include “Cambodia: 
Peace in the Killing Fields,” by 
Benjamin D. Knaupp, and “Cocaine 
and Bolivian Political Stability,’ by 
Mason Taylor Barlow.

(this) will be the end of the discussion 
in the committee because anything 
which could possibly be accommo- 
dated has been accommodated,” he 
said.

That text places priority on making 


family planning available to reduce 
the need for abortions. It says abor- 
tion should not be encouraged as a 
method of family planning and its 
legality should be left to individual 
countries. It also says women with 
unwanted pregnancies must be treated 
compassionately, not punitively. 

Both Biegman and Dr. Nafis Sadik, 
the conference secretary-general, said 
they do not expect the Vatican to sign 
on to the 20-year blueprint to slow the 
world’s population boom. : 

“T don’t think it will mean anything 
because they did not sign the 1974 or 
1984 programs of action,” Dr. Sadik 
said. “They debated greatly through- 
out the discussion but in the end did 
not join the consensus. Basically, they 
are against contraceptive technology.” 

Nabarro told a news conference that

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Quayle emphasizes families, 
good fathers during speech

SAN FRANCISCO — Dan Quayle, 
testing the waters for a 1996 presiden- 
tial bid, returned Thursday to the 
scene of his Murphy Brown com- 
ments to hammer away again on fami- 
ly values. This time he took on 
fathers. 

Speaking to the Commonwealth 
Club of California, the former vice 
president said he still believes the 
woes. of America are largely due to 
the deterioration of two-parent fami- 
lies. 

“Too often fathers walk away from 
their children, or worse yet, they don’t 
even know who their children are,” 
Quayle said to the luncheon crowd of 
about 1,000. “Raising a child is not 
just a mother’s responsibility.” 

President Bush’s former sidekick 
said he will wait until after the 
November elections before deciding 
whether to seek the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. 


In his speech, Quayle said he could- 
n’t understand the controversy he 
sparked in 1992 when he criticized 
the fictitious Brown, a successful TV 
news reporter who decided to have a 
child out of wedlock. He told the 
Commonwealth Club at the time that 
Brown mocked “the importance of 
fathers by \bearing a child alone and 
calling it just another lifestyle 
choice.” 

“What I was talking about then and 
what I am reiterating today is the 
importance of fathers,” he said, “espe- 
cially for youngsters who don’t come 
into the world with a stock portfolio 
and a reserved place at an Ivy League 
University.” 

Quayle, who attended DePauw 
University and Indiana University 
Law School, said times have changed 
from the “peace and prosperity in the 
1950s, through the “if-it-feels-good, 
do-it’ 1960s, to the “me generation’ of 
the 1970s and then to the ~values-free 
zone’ of the “80s and ‘90s.” 


Parliamentary committee wants 
closer look at Royal Family’s bills

LONDON — If it’s not love, it’s 
money that troubles the royal family. 

This time around, a parliamentary 
committee wants closer scrutiny of 
the 20 million pounds — the equiva- 
lent of $31 million — it costs British 
taxpayers last year to keep five royal 
palaces going. 

Newspapers carried outraged head- 
lines Thursday and splashed sections 
of the committee report across their 
pages, including the news that Queen 
Elizabeth II ran up a phone bill of 
nearly $1.2 million last year. 

“A Right Royal Ripoff” blared the 
newspaper, Today. 

Angry aides at Buckingham Palace 
accused newspapers, the bane of the 
royals’ troubled lives, of distorting the 
report issued by the all-party 
Committee of Public Accounts. 

For starters, said a _ palace 
spokesman, only about one-fourth of 
the phone bill was actual talking time. 
The rest went to pay |1 operators to 
take calls from the public at the 
palaces, and for rents for special lines 
and maintenance. And members of 
the family and royal household paid 
back-$3 1,000 for their private calls. 

Michael Shersby, a member of the 
governing Conservative Party, 
described the report as “‘straightfor- 
ward” and simply seeking more “pub- 


lic visibility” on the way the money is 
spent. 

But the committee’s leading mem- 
ber from the main opposition Labor 
Party, Alan Williams, got most of the 
air time, grumbling about the queen’s 
“pampered court” and suggesting it 
was time she got by with just one 
palace. 

The report covered expenditure on 
Buckingham Palace; Windsor Castle, 
the queen’s weekend retreat west of 
London; St. James’s Palace, where 


Prince Charles lives; Kensington | 


Palace, where Princess Diana and a 
clutch of other royals live in separate, 
lavish apartments; and Clarence 
House, home of the queen’s 94-year- 
old mother, Elizabeth, the Queen 
Mother. 

The queen also has a Scottish castle, 
Balmoral, and Sandringham House 
estate in eastern England. But she 
maintains those as her personal prop- 
erty. 

“We now have a situation where the 
royal family, which are billionaires 
and have two palaces of their own, 
require another five palaces at our 
expense,” Williams said in a BBC 
interview. 

“We should say, now look, the presi- 
dent has the White House, you have 
Buckingham Palace ... tell us in detail 
exactly why all the extra accommoda- 
tion is needed.”

Many waved the fliers that bade them to come 
out and demonstrate. The Creole-language flier 
passed out among passersby proclaimed “mobi- 
lizations to the four corners of our country.” 

Several top Clinton administration officials in 
the past week have said intervention is a certainty. 
U.S. Marines, who would take part in any inva- 
sion, launched military exercises Wednesday on 
an island off Puerto Rico. 

Demonstrators also shouted their opposition to 
the international trade embargo that has failed’ to 
force Haiti’s military leaders to cede power to 
Aristide. 

“Down with the embargo!” chanted participants. 
“Down with Aristide! Up with democracy!”

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — Haitians rallied by 
the thousands Thursday, shouting their opposition 
to a U.S. military intervention that Clinton admin- 
istration officials have described as a certainty. 

- The army barricaded roads near police head- 
quarters and the Presidential Palace with concrete 
sewer pipes — a Sign it is taking the invasion 
threat seriously. The pipes replaced piles of sand- 
bags that had washed away. 

The protest was called by the far right. Many 
participants professed to be members of the Front 
for the Advancement and Progress of Haiti. The 
pro-army group is blamed for many politically 
motivated slayings since the army ousted elected 
President Jean-Bertrand Aristide three years ago.
